A STRONG Pacific Coast Anglo-Jewish publi- 

“cation has found it necessary to cry out 
against the pernicious “canned” editoria] system 
foisted on American Jewish cities by ignorant 
Anglo-Jewish papers and an indifferent Seven 
Arts Feature Service. 

Said the B’nai B’rith Messenger (no connec- 
tion with the Lodge) of Los Angeles: “Last week 
a number of Jewish periodicals carried a ‘canned’ 
editorial issued by a national agency in which 
an alarm is sounded against the proposed Jew- 
ish state idea...... Instead of thinking things 
out for themselves, a number of periodicals have 
published this lengthy editoria] as if it were the 
product of their own conclusions...... Fair dis- 
cussion and clear thinking is desired.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman Comments On The 
Tasks Of A Rabbi—Young men who contemplate 
entering the rabbinate must not be led to believe 
that they can have a public career of eminence, 
apart from the life of the congregation to which 
they may minister. There is a discipline in the 
rabbinate from which not even the most gifted 
men can escape. The number of rabbis who are 
able to travel frequently and to devote them- 
selves to national or communal] tasks remotely 
connected with the affairs of their synagogues 
is decidedly few. Moreover, to do this extra- 
synagogue work, they must pay a heavy price. 
They must sacrifice at certain points, chiefly in 
the. personal ministry to individual congregants. 
There is a constant clamor for the presence and 
attentions of the rabbi, and no one can substitute 
for him. If the rabbi is at home for a short 


time, he feels that he can hear his congregation 
calling out to him: “Visit me, visit me.” He must 
congratulate the parents on the arrival of a new 
youngster; he must send felicitations to the new- 
ly-betrothed couple; he must telephone and visit 
the sick; he must pay calls of condolence; he must 
be in touch with his families in joy and sorrow. 
There is absolutely no immunity from these fun- 
damenta] duties. They are the very stuff and 
substance of the rabbinical task. No matter how 


effective a preacher may be, his ministry is in- 
adequate if the rabbi is also not a pastor.
